London, July 29.—Partial mobilization of the Russian troops in the southern and 
southwestern districts was ordered by the Russian war office last night, according to 
dispatches received here. 

It is argued in official circles that although this action dangerously diminishes 
the chances of maintaining European peace, it does not necessarily imply a rupture of 
relations between Austria Hungary and Russia. The hope is still expressed that some 
European power may succeed in bringing about an understanding between these two 
states. 

The present mobilization order affects only the Russian frontier contiguous to 
Austria, and not the German frontier. It is confined to the military districts of Kiev, 
Odessa, Moscow and Kazan. The peace footing of each of these districts is four army 
corps, each numbering forty thousand men, or a total of 640,000 men. The command 
to mobilize doubles this total, so that 1,280,000 men are affected by the order. 

German Regiments Go to Frontier. 

Berlin, July 29.—Military activity on the Russian side of the frontier is confirmed 
by many evidences which have reached the ears of German officials, but it was stated 
here to day that no mobilization orders had been issued by the Russian war office. 

Private reports from the Russian frontier say distinct indications of Russian mill* 
tary activity have been noticed there. The Russian regiments, which have been mov. 
ing forward to occupy such strategic points on the frontier as Wirballen, Russian Po 
land, have been served with 350 rounds of ammunition per man, while hasty purchases 
of forage have been made for the cavalry. 

A number of German regiments have been moved toward the frontier as a pre 
cautionary measure. The men wear the new grey service uniforms and carry theii 
field equipment. 

British Fleet Leaves Portland Harbor.

Ottawa, July 29.—Officials of the de¬ 
partment of finance are Inclined to 
the view that the Austro-Servian war 
will have no serious effect on economic 
conditions in Canada. They admit that 
a European war, particularly If all the 
powers are drawn into the fray, will 
make It practically' impossible, for the 
present, to go to the London money 
market. In this connection it is claimed, 
however, that most or the loans sought 
for the present year have either been 
allotted or are in the hands of the un¬ 
derwriters. 

It is not believed that the manufac¬ 
turing industries will be affected by 
the war, but that better prices are like¬ 
ly' to prevail for manufactured goods. 
The salaried consumer is likely to pay 
even higher prices for the necessaries 
of life.

CANADA REPRESENTED 

AMONG HIBERNIANS 


GUNS ARE LANDED UNDER 
GLARE OF SEARCHLIGHTS 


Providence, R. I., July 29.—Canada, 
Ireland and all sections of the United 
States were represented at the open¬ 
ing yesterday of the general conven¬ 
tion of the Ancient Order of Hiber¬ 
nians, Board of Erin.

l^arel to the Ulster situation. 


Dublin. July 29.—A consignment of 
4,000 rifle's for tfie Irish Nationalist 
volunteers was landed during the 
night at Newcastle, on the coast of 
County Wicklow.

It Is to be hoped that the Victoria 
board of trade, as well as all others in¬ 
terested, will actively oppose the move¬ 
ment to have harbor commissioners 
appointed for this port. Our represent¬ 
ative in parliament should be advised 
that such a board would be detriment¬ 
al to the interests of Victoria harbor. 
The splendid Improvements which are 
being made by tit* Dominion govern- 
I ment are very much appreciated, but 
we do not desire to have any Imposts 
charged on shipping using this port 
and find ourselves In the same predica¬ 
ment as Vancouver Is placed at the 
present time, as It is most Important 
to every citizen of Victoria that our 
harbor and shipping be as free as pos¬ 
sible from any tax or unnecessary 
expense to those doing business here.

desire. Countess Ina was formerly a 
maid of honor to the kalserln, and it 
was due to the Intercession of the lat¬ 
ter that Oscar was allowed to break 
the traditions of the Hohcnzollern 
dynasty. 

Prince Oscar was educated In mili¬ 
tary science and Is captain of the 
Potsdam Foot Guards. The countess 
Is his senior by six months. No mar¬ 
riage of r Prussian prince Is valid 
without the consent of his sire, and, 
while a reluctant permission was 4 
wrung from the* kaiser by the amorous'* 
Oscar, ably assisted In his campaign 
by his mother and sister, the alliance 
Is what the Germans call “a left- 
handed" union, and Oscur's frau will 
never be permitted to call herself a 
princess of Prussia nor to enjoy the 
privileges of u member of the royal 
family. 

Oscar’s romance has been the sub¬ 
ject Of numberless columns In the 
European press. According to one ac¬ 
count, the prince first met the countess 
while the latter was acting as maid 
f honor to the kalserln. According to 
another story, the countess visited the 
kaiser’s daughter, then Princess Vic¬ 
toria Louise and now the Duchess of 
Brunswick, and sang for her. Oscar 
was Infatuated with her voice, face 
and figure, and the pair found a com¬ 
mon Interest In a passionate devotion 
to music. This Interest soon ripened 
Into love, but Oscar was so careful In 
his attentions to his "nightingale 
countess" that his passion was long 
unsuspected. 

It was not alone from the kaiser that 
Oscar met opposition In his matri¬ 
monial plans. Count Bassevvltz-Le- 
vetzow, the young lady's father, a typi¬ 
cal Prussian nobleman of the old 
school, also Interposed objections, and 
at first vehemently declared that he 
would never permit his daughter to 
contract a morgunatio marriage. Prince 
Oscar and his sweetheart pleaded long 
with the old count, and so effectively 
that at length his obdurate heart w-as 
softened, and he gave his consent with 
a "Bless you, my children." Countess 
von Bassew'ltz's family Is very wealthy 
and the kaiser's son will have a rich 
dowry. 

Morganatic marriages have been In¬ 
frequent In the history of - the royal 
family of Prussia, but I rlnce Oscar's 
affair Is not altogether without prece¬ 
dent. King Frederick William HI. of 
Prussia married a morganatic wife, as 
did Prince Albrecht of Prussia. An¬ 
other marriage of this type which 
shocked the Ilohenzollern family to Its 
very foundations was that of Prlneo 
Adalbert of Prussia, creator of the first 
German fleet and father of the Ger¬ 
man navy, who married a woman of 
the stage, a celebrated Viennese 
dancer. 

Prince Oscar, like all of the sons of 
the kaiser, Is a stalwart and upstand¬ 
ing specimen of humanity, but his 
face Is hardly Huch as would take a 
first prize at a beauty show'. The 
prince Is affable and democratic In his 
tastes, and Is very popular In the 
army.

King Victor Emmanuel III., who 
was recently quoted as expressing the 
opinion that Europe *vnuld see the last 
of monarchy before the present gener¬ 
ation has passed, will to-day round 
out hln fourteenth year on the throne 
of Italy. Victor Emmanuel’s reign 
begun with a terrible tragedy, the 
assassination of his father. King Hum¬ 
bert I., by an assassin named Bresol, 
cn July 29, HUM). Several ntterrpta have 
been m-ule on the life of the present 
king, but nil of them have failed. 

According to a Roman review. King 
Victor is firmly convinced that the 
days of ell of Europe’s monarehs are 
numbered, and that all of the thrones 
of tho continent are destined soon to 
fall before the onslaughts of demo- 
ernej Being very much of i ilemo- 
c*at himself, the Itultnn King views 
such a probability quite phllosophi- 
cally, and his only fear Is that he may 
be banished front his beloved Itmy. 
Under the new regime. King Victor 
laughingly declared that he Imped to 
land a Job as curator of the nuUmntlc 
department of a museum. He Is an 
enthusiastic collector o? rare coins, 
and his collection Is one of the finest 
in the world. 

Prince Humbert, the son and heir of 
the Italian king, is to be trained as a 
sailor, but he has manifested little 
love for the sea. He Is a timid, studi¬ 
ous and far from sturdy lad. and when | 
he was taken to see a bullfight while 
on a recent visit to Spain ho fainted, 
and had to be carried from the arena. 

On the day that King Victor began J 
his reign, fourteen years ago to-day. I 
while all Italy was mourning for the 
murdered Humbert, an Indian sooth -1 
sayer, Manmath Bhatahacary, predict¬ 
ed that the new monarch would provee 
to be a true statesman, wise, ener¬ 
getic and prudent, and that during his | 
reign Italy would attain new splendor 
and her territory and political Influ¬ 
ence would vastly Increase. 

The Indian was a true prophet, for 
the Italy of to-day, after fourteen 
years of Victor Emmanual’s rule, oc¬ 
cupied a higher position among the 
world powers than ever before. The 
annexation q£ Tripoli has added vast -1 
ly to her territory, although ns yet i 
little real benefit has been derived by | 
Italy from the conquered country. 
Italy holds only a narrow strip along 
the coast, and the Interior of the coun¬ 
try Is still In practical possession of 
the rebels. 

King Victor is perhaps the most 
thorough democrat who ever sat upon 
a throne, tie Is Interested In all forms j 
of ' democratic government, and has 
Invited Gorby and other socialistic 
leaders to the palace to discuss with 
them their plans for the realization of 
u political Utopia. The king’s name 
1 b, at his request, Included In the list 
of electors, and on election days he 
casts a ballot like any other citizen. 
He detests court etiquette and royal 
forms, and shuns publicity whenever 
possible. 

The name of King Humbert will be 
commemorated to-day by special ser¬ 
vices at the ehapelle expiatolre, which 
was erected by Queen Margherita on 
the very spot King Humbert was 
murdered, at Monza. The chapel Is a 
triumph of the art of architecture, and 
one of the finest edifices of its kind In 
all Europe. The late king was shot 
while he was out driving, the circum¬ 
stances of the assassination being very 
skmllarato those which marked the re-

A victory which pfesaged a greater 
one soon to be achieved on the Plains 
of Abraham was scored by the British 
on this date In 1759. when Crown Point 
w^s abandoned by the French on the 
approach of the English. It was a 
bloodless triumph, but none the less an 
important one. Four years before the 
Marquis de Montcalm had Intrenched 
himself at Fort TIconderoga. and thus 
had gained control of Lake Champlain 
and closed the gates of entrance to 
Lower Canada. In 1757 Montcalm went 
forth from TIconderoga and captured 
Fort William Henry, the garrison sur¬ 
rendering under a pledge of safety from 
Indian vengeance. Montcalm did his 
best to live up to the promise, but he 
could not restrain his savage allies, and 
ft terrible massacre followed. Fired to 
indignation by this atrocity, the British 
under Abercrombie sent 15.000 men 
against TIconderoga. Daring Colonials, 
gallant Highlanders, and determined 
Englishmen hu%»d themselves again 
and again on the long breastworks, but 
Montcalm and his men beat them off. 
and the attack was abandoned after 
2 000 English soldiers had been slain. 

Ih the spring of 1759 another expedition 
was sent against the French on Lake 
Champlain. General Amherst forced 
the French to blow up Tieonderoga and 
retreat to Crown Point. Through th. ir 
ships, however, the French still main¬ 
tained their supremacy on Lake Cham¬ 
plain. Amherst did not at once resume 
the attack, but spent several months In 
building ships to meet the enemy with 
—a typical example of the "slow but 
sure" methods of that commander. By i j

"It was very considerate of you not 
to knock Mr. Ambery down " 

Defendant stated that he "had driven 
u car since 1906 and had never passed 
a car or been in the police court. The 
court found that the evidence of a 
breach of the law was clear and made 
the line as stated. 


Another phase of the telephone con¬ 
duit question was presented by Secre¬ 
tary G. H. Hnlse on behalf of the 
11. C. Telephone company, to-the act¬ 
ing mayor (Alderman Porter), Aider- 
man Todd, the city engineer and 
comptroller this morning, in a confer¬ 
ence on the subject. 

Mr. Ha 1st* discussed the question for 
an hour with the officials, following 
the letter received by the city council, 
and filed last Friday, in which the 
company Indicated that It was pro¬ 
ceeding under the original agreement, 
and securing easements for access to 
property for the wires of the company. 
It was further explained to the city 
officials to-day l»y Mr. liaise that the 
company expected to obtain these 
easements by next spring, and then 
would require the city, as obligated 
under the agreement, to secure the 
registrations. 

Alternatively the company Is prepared 
to take over the outside conduits, in 
which the city has an Interest of 
about $46,000. to have the sum of $">,000 
owdng by It to the city for work on 
Douglas street written off, and to 
waive registrations except such ns 
may be required where owners are 
unwilling to permit this to be done 
voluntarily, In the latter case contri¬ 
buting one fourth of the cost. 

The representatives of the city heard 
the argument of the official, who claim¬ 
ed the company was obligated to secure 
the easements in order to secure those 
persons who held the company's bonds, 
and promised to report the matter to a 
meeting of the streets committee of the 
city council on Friday for considera¬ 
tion. * 

it means thus that unless the city Is 
w illing to allow the original agreement 
to stand, under w-hlch the company has 
been proceeding since the collapse of 
negotiations, involving compulsory’ se¬ 
curing of easements by the city with 
registration, the city must lose over 
$50,000 expended on outside conduits 
and Douglas street, and have to meet 
75 per cent, of the cost of cases where 
a dispute arises. 

Mr. Halse indicated that the com-, 
pany considered that the day of con¬ 
ference Is over, so far as It is con- j 
cerned. The city has yet to receive a 
report on the matter from the counsel, 
E. V. Bodwell, K.C., to whom the pa¬ 
pers have been submitted.

Standard and Full of Dirt 
and Stable Refuse

"A filthy milk, arul likely to be In¬ 
jurious to health," is the description 
given by City Analyst Birch of the sam- 
j pie taken by Food Inspector Howes 
from the fluid being vended In the city 
by Sabin Singh, a Hindu dairyman 
whose ranch Ik on <Slant'ord avenue. 

The charge was that Sabin, on July 
17, had In his cans for the purpose of 
sale milk containing less than 3.25 per 
cent, of butter fat, and less than 8.60 
of non-fat milk solids. Through In¬ 
terpreter A. H. Burton he pleaded 
guilty. 

Mr. Birch said the result of his an- 
alysia showed that the percentage of 
butter fnt was 2.83 and of non-fat 
solids 8.11. The chief complaint was 
that there was considerable dirt In the 
milk, showing very’ careless handling 
of it in the dairy’. 

"It is exceedingly filthy,” said the 
analyst, "and I consider It likely to be 
very injurious to the health of those 
using it. Not only Is It below the 
standard, but It Is tilled with bits of 
hay and other stable refuse, excreta 
and other substances, proving that the 
animals have not been washed off. 
The technical adulteration which 
causes It to be below standard is not 
due to the addition of w’ater, but to 
the cows either being poor in quality’ 
or diseased. I regard the sample very 
seriously indeed." 

When a fine of $100 w’as Imposed, 
Sabin put the blame upon some em¬ 
ploye who had not been careful while 
he himself was sick. 

City Prosecutor Harrison stated to 
the court that Inspector Howes in¬ 
formed him that the defendant was on 
the cart when the sample was taken. 

The magistrate warned the defen¬ 
dant that he had better take steps to J 
avoid a repetition of the offence.
